THE WILD WIND. 


A Yacht Capesized and Five Peo- 
ple Drowned. 


% 
The Tale of Terror Related by One of 
the Survivors. 


New YORK, June 30.—A yachting party of 
seven left here on Monday for a pleasure ex- 
cursion up the Sound. On Tuesday evening, 
oft Bridgeport, Conn., a stall struck the 
vessel, capsizing her, and five of the party 
were drowned. The names of the lost are as 
tollows: 

H. M. Johnson, aged 20, entry clerk in E. 
M. Benjamin’s silk importing house, No. 20 
Green street. 

Wm. Seeley, aged 14, errand boy, same es- 
tablishment. 

Herman Eddy, aged 20,bookkeeper in ship- 
ping office, No. 5 Bowling Green. 

Wm. Edmondson, aged 18, ship broker. 

Miss Fannie Campbell, residing in West 
Tenth street. 

Those who escaped were Michael Tomp- 
kins, sailing master, Brooklyn, and Wm. R. 
Palmer, salesman in Benjamin’s establish- 
ment. 

NEW YORK, June 30.—Mr. Palmer gives the 
following account of the disaster: Before it 
began to blow alittle preliminary shower of 
rain fell. After the rain had fallen awhile 
the wind suddenly sprang up on the star- 
board quarter. Then in a flash it shifted from 
the north to west and came down on us 
with full force, lifting the yacht clean out of 
the water and beating the sea into a milk 
white foam. I had been telling Miss Camp- 
bell that in case of an accident to keep by my 
side but not choke me. I am a good swim- 
mer. The first burst of the squall come 

LIKE A ROARING OF A CANNON, 

It was impossible for one to hear 
his own voice. The sight of 
the sea was simply appalling. It seemed to 
change from water into froth and foam. It 
was blown into sheets and cataracts of spray 
and rolled up against the yacht like breakers. 
On the lee shore a mighty gust of wind swept 
our trembling yacht down into 
the trough of the sea, and 
for a moment all seemed lost. 
Wave after wave rolled over us. Miss Camp- 
bell, who had hold of my arm when the boat 
was dashed upon her beam's end, lost her 
crip, and down she went 

INTO THE BOILING WATER. 
She was near sighted, and having lost her 
glasses when the wind first struck the yacht 
she became bewildered, and I, suppose she 
could not see any one of us who might have 
been near her. We were all thrown together 
in a heap at first, then we separated, and in a 
few minutes the yacht settled down, but did 
not sink down at once. A 
superhuman Strength seemed to 
come to me, and seeing Miss Campbell 
floating near me. I caught her around the 
waist and shoulders and 
LIFTED HER BODILY 

clear out of the water to the boom, where 
she clung fora moment perhaps. Then the 
boat sank down out of sight and we were 
all afloat with a second gale 
blowing up with heavy thunder 
and lightning. The yaw! was afloat, but bot- 
tom up, and I swam for her with Miss Camp- 
bell on my back. 

I put my bands on the little vessel for sup- 
port, but ft soon Went down, as it was at- 
tached to the yacht by along line. When it 
sank I went under the watera few feet and 
Miss Campbell let go her hold. 
I thought I could keep her afloat but at this 
critical moment 

A TERRIFIC SHOWER OF HAIL : 
began to fall. The icy specks dashed into my 
face until I could not see a foot before me. I 
heard Edmonson calling for an oar. I looked 
around for one, but there was nothing of the 
kind afloat. While I was looking Johnson 
and Edmonson went down without even a 
cry. Meanwhile Miss Campbell was lying on 
her back, being supported by her clothing. 
could not see her but I could hear her 
moan and cry out 

“OH LORD HELP ME” 

and then ber voice would die away. I search- 
ed in*the darkness and hail for the poor girl 
but I could not find her. Finally some- 
thing was dashed against me, 
It Was an ice box. 1 clutched hold of it, and 
just as I was fairly rested on it I looked over 
and in the gloom saw the face of Sealey. The 
BOY WAS ALL PALE AND GHASTLY. 
I saw his blackened lips open, 
but not a word he said 
reached me. It might have been a prayer. 
As he disappeared I saw Miss Campbell on a 
wave about twenty yards away. I pushed 
away from the ice-box and struck out for 
her, but when 1 reached her and 
called her by name her eyes were

It ap- 
palled me. 

3 SHE WAS DEAD

the rain. By this time I was so numb I could 
scarcely swim, but I managed-to get to the 
ice box, where I saw the Sailing 
master coming towards me.

LOLA MONTEZ REDIVIVUS. 


Her Daughter Creating a Sensation as a 
spiritualistic Medium. 
New York Letter to Buffalo Courier. 


In the changes of years itis strange to see 
how many times we pick up the threads of old 
acquaintance and odd bits of news which, 
interwoven and bound together, make up the 
history of lives. Just now in New York a 
woman, Mrs. Debar by name, is making a 
sensation by ber spiritualistic powers ina 
circle which is just beginning to lose the mark 
of Mme. blavatsky’s mysterious influence. 
Mrs. Debar does uot approach the author of 
“Isis Unveiled” in intellectual power or 
spiritualistic force, but, by assuming to follow 
in ber wake, sbe has drawn around her some 
of theformer’s admirers, such as Leclear and 
Bierstadt among the artists, and the editors 
of the Tiome Journal and others in a literary 
circle, before whom her curious abilities are 
chicfly displayed.

Mrs. Debar enters this library coterie asa 
stranger, with a husband, two children and a 
history. which as it becomes known will cur- 
tail very «ffectually and speedily ber chances 
fora brilliant career. She calls herself, to 
her friends, the Princess Editha, the daugh- 
ter of Lola Montez. This lends to her, be- 
yond ber gifts, the charm of high station. 
She trusts too much to the forgetfulness of 
people. 

Lola Montez, at one time the favorite of the 
father of Bavaria’s present king, is as well 
known to history as Agnes Sorel. Her reign 
over Louis was brief, her restless character 
being as much as anything the cause of her 
final departure from Munich, where ina ca- 
pricious way she had lent *id to the Liberal 
party, and after varying experiences she set- 
tled im America. This may have been twenty- 
five years ago. She traveled about, giving 
concerts, lectures, and, among other sad 
things, drew into ber neta fine young Boston- 
ian, who left home, means, and position to 
travel as ber business uagent around the 
country on ber last tour. She treated 
bim like a dog, and his let- 
ters to a friend were alternate out- 
bursts of love and hate. This tour was a 
faire. He disappeared. She grew pious, 
came to New Yorkand died shortly after- 
wards in poverty. Some ten years ago, ata 
New York boarding house down town, a 

hysician of good standing became greatly 
— ina good-looking young woman 
who contided to him that she was the Princess 
Editha, Lola Montez’s daughter. He did a 
great deul for her, introduced her to people 
of influence, and she gave signs of extraor- 
dinary mesmeric and clairvoyant powers. 
She maintained herself by these, but finally 
associated berself witha common woman in a 
manner Which may be recailed, as there were 
several accounts of her published inthe pa- 
pers. The two women, after going 
into the trance condition, wourd 
pass into convulsions, foaming at the 
mouth, suffering terribly and presenting the 
most incomprehensible symptoms aud an ap- 
parently mysterious mental disturbance to 
the doctors, who, one after another, were 
called upon for treatment. The Princess 
Editha was worse than the other, and her 
simulations were marvelous, us it finally 
transpired that the whole performance was 
‘an imposture, attempted to secure notoriety. 

It has been done since often enough. The 
frothing atthe mouth was effected with soap 
held under the tongue. Holding the breath 
und muscular contraction produced the pal- 
lor, rigidity, ete. It took weeks of close 
wMching to decide upon the case, and when 
necused of the fraud and convicted the 
Princess Editha flew into «crazy rage that 
was hardiy to be distinguished from vio- 
lent insanity and attempted to make a per- 
sonal attack upon the accusers. A thorough 
exposure was made inthe papers at the time 
and the Princess disappeared from NewYork, 
leaving no trace behind her. Now this Mrs. 
Debar appears with some of the same char- 
acteristicy, a spiritualism of a retined kind, 
mastery of the occult sciences and the pro- 
duction of strictly material results from pure- 
ly immaterial sources, as inthe case of the 
Paintings. She has superior manners, and 
caters to the professions by opening her 
scances tree of churye to all scientists, men of 
letters, physicians and lawyers at her rooms 
on Broadway. She might well pass unmask- 
ed to the crowd but for her indis- 
erection in revealing her origin, 
as the mere fact that the dauch- 
ter of Lola Montez has returned to the city, 
when known, willlead to inquiry and the 
withdrawal of such protection as she now 
enjoys She may then becomingly follow her 
illustrious predecessor and prosecute the 
study of magic in one of the lamaseries ofthe 
Kast. Iz is wonderful to watch the growth of 
spiritualism in this particular artistie and lit— 
erary circle. Among practical business men 
such impalpable truths or untruths as this 
weird philosophy presents make slow bead- 
Way or none at all: but in this crowd of spec- 
ulative thinkers, Who are always ready to see 
a shade of probability and plausibility in the 
totally impossible, the occult sciences—I will 
not say spiritualism, which has 80 
often been reduced to jugglery, 
but the occult sciences of the Kast—have 
cast their spell without a doubt. For this 
reason Mrs. Debar found an audience and a 
support the moment she showed herself pos— 
sessed of supernatural powers. Another case 
of the return of an unscrupulous medium is 
that of Bishop, who has been giving public 
exhibitions at Masonic Hall, I believe during 
the past six or eight weeks. Four or five 
fears ago he left town in disgrace,having em- 
vezzied a lot of money from the manager of 
the company with which he was traveling.

A HARD CITIZEN. 


Tchoumaik, the Bandit, Dies at 98. 
From the London Telegraph. 


There recently expired inthe infirmary of 
the prison at Odessa an individual, by name 
Vactli Tchoumaik, a native of Ismail, of Kul- 
muck descent, who, during the major part of 
the % years of his life, appears to have been 
an unmitigated public nuisance. Born about 
1785. Vacili grew up to the physical propor- 
tions of Hercules and the strength of Samp- 
son. He was duly drawn for the conscrip- 
tion, and served his time as a soldier, but he 
disdained such placid laurels as those which 
crown the sbhako of the celebrated Russian 
drum-major whose waxen effizy, in full uni- 
form, and tolding a little wax dwarfin 
the hollow of one big hand, smiles thraugh 
his mustache upon mankind at Mme. Tus- 
saud’s. On obtaining his discharge, Vacili 
Tchoumaik adopted brigandage as his pro- 
fession;/and it is estimated that, in the course 
of his career as a bandit. he committed no 
fewer than eighty murders. During many 
years he and the outlaws forming his band 
kept the country round about Odessa ina 
continuous state of terror, while the Russian 


police rather connived at than interfered with 


the miscreant’s misdoings. At length an ex- 
ceptional superintendent named Khorsohevs- 
ky undertook the task of abrogatmg him. 
The brigand chief was surrounded in a road- 
side in where he had taken refuge, and after 
a sanguinary struggle he and 
several of his followers were captured. 
The tine old Russian code of criminal juris- 
prudence being then prevalent, Vacili re- 
mained nine vearsin prison before he was 
tried. In 1859, however, be Was sentenced 
to the knout and to twenty vears’ hard labor 
in Siberia. The brigand was at that period 
74yeaurs of age. Five years afterward he 
escaped, andmade his way back to Odessa; 
but he was aguin caught, tried, and relegated 
to penal servitude. Once more, in 1869, he 
mude his reappearance at Odessa, and after 
two years’ confinement in jail put justice to 
the trouble of again trying him, and sending 
him back to Siberia. In the middle of last 
May this patrivyrchial bandit made a fifth and 
final appearance in the vicinity of Odessa, 
and distinguished himself by attempting to 
steal a Wagon and horses belonging to some 
German colonists. The sturdy Teutons,how- 
ever, gave the veteran desperado a Very warm 
reception. They soundly belabored Vacili 
and a companion of his, and binding tiem 
hand and toot, delivered them over to the 
authorities. Tchoumaik was found to have 
had seven of his ribs broken and to have been 
otherwise so rougbly handled that he was 
removed tothe prison infirmary, where, on 
the 18th ult., be died. Ile was 96 years of 
age, and Lt for the drubbing which he re— 
ceived at the hands ofthe German colonists 
might have survived to have been a centena- 
rian among convicts.

Poison in Bologna Sausage. ® 
Wilkesbsrre (Pa.) Special to Chicago Times. 

A most remarkable instance of wholesale 
poisoning by eating bologna sausage came to 
light to-day. It appears that on Sunday a 
party of thirteen Ilungarians, who are em- 
ployed in the mines of Coxe Brothers & Co., 
at Driſton. went to Hazelton, in this county, 
and when they arrived there they visited sev- 
eral saloons kept by a low class of Polanders. 
About 11 o’clock they brought up at a cheap 
restuurant, where they consumeda quantity 
of bologna sausage, and, as the saloonkeeper 
asserts, drank unsparingly of water. Wen 
the crowd left the place shortly after they 
presented a pitiable sight, some of them 
staggering and wheeling about like men ter- 
riblvy overcome with intoxicants. They 
continued to move along in the direc- 
tion of Mount Pleasant. A short distance 
from Hazelton, near this town, the landlord 
of a Hazelton hotel, named Cotter, accom- 
panied by a buteher, discovered three of the 
Hungarians ing in the road some distance 
from each other, and apparently in a dying 
condition. Only one of them made any signs 
of life, and he violentiv beat his stomach in 
token that he was suffering severe abdominal 
pain. The two men hurried on to Mount 
Plexsant for aid. When they reached that 
Village they found a large crowd gathered 
around four men of the Hungarians, who had 
managed to reel into the streets of the town, 
where they dropped at intervals, entirely ex- 
hausted and in great agony. The people were 
administering milk aud other antidotes. Med- 
ical aid was summoned, and upon the arrival 
of Dr. Fruit, a well-known physician. he pro- 
nounced the men badly poisoned. Powerful 
emetice were given the sufferers. A convey- 
ance had been sent for the three men seen by 
the landlord, and they were brought to town 
and placed under the Doctor's care. The 
people worked all night with the seven 
cases,. and yesterday morning, there 
were evidences that some of them would not 
recover. Scouting parties were sent into the 
woods to find the. missing six, as one of the 
men, who revived sutliciently to speak, said 
that the whole party ofthirteen left Hazleton 
togtther. About3o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing two of the missing Hungarians were dis- 
covered near each other, lying with their 
faces down, in violent contortions. Tney 
were some distance from the main road in 
the woods, and, as a severe storm had passed 
over during tbe night, their clothes were wet 
through. ‘These were taken to Mount Pleas- 
ant and cared for. Up to a late hour yester- 
day morning no tidings had been received of 
those who had gone in search of the other 
four. It was ascertained that, besides eating 
the sausage, the Hungarians had been in- 
dulgipg in diluted alcohol as a beverage. The 
doctor, is of the opinion, however, that the 
poison was contained in the bologna. Ile has 
2 quantity in bis possession, and will make a 
chemical examination of it ut once. Late in- 
formation to-night is to the effect that five of 
the poisoned Hungarians are dead. 


A Powerful Old Man. 
From a Lamberten (N. C.) Paper. 

One of the most remarkable feats ever per- 
formed in this section Was witnessed on the 
high road leading out from this town in the 
direction of Shoe Heel. A farmer about 
seventy years of age, named Meredith Gaddy, 
drove into town in an ox cart after a load of 
corn. He got ten bushels of grain, purchased 
afew articles for his wife and children, took 
a few drinks of mountain whisky, and started 
for his home, 15 miles off. The ox was a 
sorry one, a diminutive specimen of that use- 
fal animal, .which, after getting about five 
miles from here, gave out, and could not be 
forced to move a step further. Nothing 
daunted, old man Gaddy unyoked the ox, 
took him out, and, putting the voke on his 
own neck, drew the loaded cart the rest of the 
way home, which was about ten miles up 
and down hill. The determined old fellow 
trudged along the highway with his burden, 
jeered at by the children and an object of gen- 
eral interest to the passers-by. Upon reach- 
ing bis home, Gaddy carried his load up to 
the front portico, wentinto the house and 
took another pull at a whisky flask. IIe re- 
marked to his wife, as he smacked his lips, 
that if ‘*that little bull hadn’t been so darned 
obstinate I would have put him in the cart 
and drawn him along too.’’ Gaddy is the 
father of twenty-one children, of whom there 
are two pairs of twins. Although 70 years of 
ave, he is regarded as the most powerful man 
in this country. 


The French Academy’s Ban on Tobacco. 
Paris Cor. N. O. Pitavune. 

The Minister of the Interior recently asked 
the Academy:of Medicine here if the Society 
Against the Abuse of Tobacco shouid be 
chartered. The Academy appointed Drs. 
Vulpian, Peter, Villemin, Leon Colin and 
Gustave Lagneau to examine the question. 
The committee have reported affirmatively, 
because tobacco is a poison; it superinduces 
caucroide of the lower lip, dyspepsia, ane- 
mia, is a poison for pneumo-gastric diseases 
affecting the heart, lungs and stomach, sensi- 
bly lessens the pulse, produces nervous 
trembling, vertigo, sometimes epilepsy, nal- 
lucinations, the general paralysis of insanity; 
paralytic demented brains, loss of memory, 
clouded mind, intellectual torpidity; in the 
Government schools (Polytechnic, Mining, 
Engineering, etc.) pupils who do not use to- 
becco stand higher than slaves of the Per- 
rique; it is fatalf to the eyes; women who 
work in the Government manufactories of 
tobacco have many stillborn, rickety children. 
Smokers have the bones of their skull dyed 
yellow by tobacco.

The younger brother, and the particular 
favorite of his sister, wus William, a fine old 
chivalrous gentleman, very fond of ladies and 
soldiers’ epaulettes, and devoted to his sister. 


Mr. Nunez, a gentleman of Portugese blood 


and great wealth. wooed and won this sister 
on one of his visits to North Carolina, and 
carried her away to set off the. beauty of his 
orapge grovesin Florida. This was about 
the time the Mexican war broke out. Will- 
iam went into the service chicfiv consoled 
during camp life by his sister’s promise that 
the first child sbould be named for him. Much 
to his disappointment the child was one of 
the kind that „doesn't count,“ as Mr.

In due course of time 
there were symptoms tbat the wish of his 
heart were to be gratified at Jast; and under 
the ambition of leaving a glorious name for 
the little one to carry after him, he fought so 
bravely and furiously at the stormmg of Mon- 
terev that they pinned à major’s epaulettes 
to his shoulders.

Miss May had various other attractions be- 
sides music, such asa tall, graceful figure, 
handsome manners, lovely brunette features, 
anda wealth of glorious black hair, not to 
mention an easy command of Spanish, French 
and Portuguese. Among her admirers at 
that time wus Maj. Kelley, late Mayor of Rich- 
mond, one of the guests ofthe house. His- 
tory doesn't state how near he came to spoil- 
ing Spencer’s mission, but we know that the 
brunette major suryived, and that Kelley 
soon afterward laid the foundation of his 
fortunes by marrying Miss Davis, a wealthy 
Jewess of Petersburg. 

Miss May took her father’s place inthe 
New York Post Office, which he had been 
compelled to accept after the war wrecked 
his splendid fortune in Florida. Later she 
took to the stage, doing minor business with 
the Fifth Avenue Company till Spencer came 
along and rescued her from the uncertainties 
of a footlight career.

The sale was noteworthy because 
there were in it so many of David Garrick’s 
letters and signatures. Hogarth's tomb at 
Chiswick,’’ said an old autograph coliector 
yesterday, is at once a monument to the 
genius that lies within and of that which, 
contrary to the nature of epitaphs, does not 
lie without.“ This fine and touching epitaph 
was written by David Garrick at the request 
of Hogarth’s widow, and an interesting letter 
containing these lines, written by 
David Garrick to his friend, the 
Rev. M. Hoadley, were sold at a recent 
London auction for$70.

English torpedo-ram, marks another era in 
the history of naval warfare. The duel be- 
tween armor and guns has reached that 
point where each is at its best possible point. 
With the present nature of projectiles and 
the present condition of armament any dif- 
ferences hereafter will be differences of 
degree. The Polyphemus, however, depends 
upon its engines of 5,500 horse power, its 
steel ram and its torpedo-gun twelve feet 
below the water line, to do its work. It is un- 
armed with guns and floats with only a tur- 
tle-like back of chilled steel above the sur- 
face. The ram will strike below the armor line 
of the most thoroughly plated ships in 
existence, and if it will do in practice what 
it does in theory naval tactics will have to be 
much changed. So far the defense at sea is 
greatly ahead of the attack. The strongest 
steel-clad ships crumble like a Charlotte 
Russe at the touch of the deadly torpedo.

CHANGE GOSSIP.

The Chicago Call Board has declared a divi- 
dend of $50 per member. The St. Louis Call 
Board is hardly likely to declare any divi- 
‘ dends, especially if the tines against its mem- 
bers are to be used for that purpose. But 
there is that $1,800 electric lightfund. If the 
Exchange doesn’t propose to put in an elec- 
tric light, hadn't the fund better be *“*whacked 
up” among the subscribers? 


Furtber reports from that shipment of 
spring Wheat from St. Paul brings out still 
better the magnificent test this shipment 
withstood. It went through from St. Paul 
to New Orleans ’mid rainy and steaming hot 
weather, and if ever wheat had a right to get 
heated it was then and there in those barges. 
No test could have been better and the wheat 
came out in splendid condition. St. Paul 
shippers are delighted with the success of 
this first trial and are eager to keep up their 
end of the river route by further shipments 
of both wheat and flour. 


June went out very quietly in the specula- 
tive grain markets, there being no“ corners“ 
to disturb the markets or the serenity of the 
shorts, as there were few contracts left un- 
settled in either wheat, corn or oats when to- 
day arrived. To-morrow opens July to such 
ofthe shorts who wish to make deliveries 
upon that option. It is expected that little 
if any wheat will be delivered, as about all 
the stock of No. 2 red is in the hands of one 
firm who are long in the market. The same 
may be said ot oats, but it is thought that 
considerable corn will be delivered. 


As there has been considerable complaint 
of the time consumed by the 11:50 call, it was 
moved to-day by D. R. Francis that hereafter 
the caller will first go through the call on 
cash—all grades of wheat, corn and oats— 
after which he will cail futures of these mar- 
kets. This motion was carried by an unani- 
mous vote and the new order will go into ef- 
fect to-morrow. It is hoped this new sys- 
tem of calling will facilitate business at the 
call, and it will certainly be a relief to par- 
ties who are only interested in cash, and who 
will then get through much earlier. Now, if 
the Call Board rules were enforced—but that 
is evidently asking too much. 

The general impression both here and in 
Chicago is that July and August wheat in lat- 
ter market is in the hands of a clique and 
very likely to be “‘cornered,’’ or at anv rate 
will be furiously “‘bulled.”” But what clique 
it is is not Known. Some say Armour is at 
its head, others that Jim Keene and Wall 
street, and still others think that Ciucinnati 
parties are running the deal. July is said to 
be heavily oversold and the shortage on Au- 
gust is placed as high as 8,000,000 bushels, of 
which Cincinnati holds four to five millions, 
and this latter clique, soitis said, is what is 
holding the price up now and preventing a 
break. 

Some curiosity prevails among operators as 
to the condition of the July oat deal. How 
much the monthis oversold cannot be ar- 
rived at, though some parties profess to be- 
lieve that it is short quite a large amount, the 
contracts for which are held by a couple of 
firms here, while others say these alleged 
longs bave been selling out quietly for some 
time past, and that the shortage now is in- 
considerable. One of these longs, so it is 
said, has been sending out very bullish let- 
ters to the country and predicting 40c for No. 
2 oats before the month closes. The longs 
appear tobe banking upon Chicago holding 
its premium over St. Louis and drawing most 
of the oats there, while the shorts are work- 
ing on expected receipts at the new crop. 


A well Known St. Louisan at present trav- 
eling tbrough the Southwest writes the 
Post-DISPATCH commercial reporter as fol- 
lows, regarding crop prospects: I have 
been through Southwest Missouri and South- 
west Kansas and find that Southwest Mo., 
will raise, with the increased acréage, about 
the same amount of wheat as it did last year,

A Day of Pleasure for the Children and 
Their Parents. 


The first excursion of the third season of 
the Fresh Air Mission took place this morn- 
ing. The Chas. P. Chouteau was the boat se- 
lected. She proved much more suita- 
ble and serviceable than the 
little boat of last year. 
The wide awnings were spread on the lower 
deck and every preparation was made to re- 
ceive the mothers and children. The adver- 
tised time for starting was 9 a. m., but long 
before that time the crowd began to pour in. 
Col. G. O. Carpenter and Dr. Kingsley stood 
on the gang plank and attended 
to the collection of tickets. The tickets state 
that the excursion was free for the poor 
children of St. Louis, and would be held on 
Thursday of each week. Blanks were left to 
be filled up with thename of the mother 
and the number of children she 
had with her, and were 
be countersigned bv somebody. 
They further state that no children with con- 
tageous diseases would be permitted to go on 


board, and that no well child over eight vears 
would be allowed the benefits of the excur- 
sion. 

The pasteboards further particularized that 
the Mission would furnish a boat for exeur- 
sions during the summer; that only one grown 
person would be admitted with each family: 
that each person would be expected 
to bring lunch and a cup, 
but that tea and coffee would be furnished 
free by the management. Mostof the rules 
were not strictly adhered to to-day. Those 
in charge thoucht it better not to be too strict 
on the tirst trip, and anybody who had a 
baby or a sick child was admilted, whether a 
ticket was produced or not. 

The passengers were all of the poorer class, 
and the children all looked much in need of 
the recreation of the trip. They trooped in, 
all sizes and in all costumes, in many cases 
the mothers and attendants looking 
much more in need of -the trip 
than the little ones. The latter, at 
sight of the boat and the water, always re- 
vived and began to romp as soon as they 
struck the deck. The breeze along the river 
was very refreshing, and even before the 
boat started the exhilaration was noticeable. 
„This is noblest thing Christianity could do,“ 
said Rev. John T. Bowser, of the Missouri 
Chapel, as he looked along the decks. “In 
this weather it is better than any number of 
prayers.” es,“ said Dr. Kingsley, “and 
if anybody thinks there is no 
need for this kind of excursion 
at present he is much mjstaken. There were 
ninety-nine deaths of children under one 
vear last week. Out of that number forty- 
eight were the result of diarrheal troubles. 
Just as soon as the ther- 
mometer climbs above 85° 
bowel complaints set in among the children 
and they prove very disistrous. Fresh air 
and a cool trip like this is a great preven- 
tive.“ 

Mr. Wm. E. Ware, the efficient Secretary 
of the Mission, was early on board, and work- 
ed very industriously for the success of the 
trip. 

E38 the other persons on board who 
contributed their services quite liberally 
were Mrs. J. II. Barnard, Mrs. Alex. Mast- 
brook, Miss Clara Langdon, Dr. J. T. Larned, 
Prof. J. K. Hosmer, the Misses Woodworth 
and many others. 

Most of these ladies and gentlemen made the 
trip, and all of them were very serviceable in 
making the preliminary arrangements. Mr. 
M. O. Nelson was everywhere. Mr. Ware, 
the secretary, made arrangements for two 
lady pbysicians to accompany the excursion. 


| They have both studied in Europe and have

The arrangements on board were perfect. As 
the excursionists came up the gang plank 
they were confronted by attendants who put 
tothem the question, Wil! you have tea or 
coffee?” Slips were given each grown 
attendant entithne ber to one pint 
of whatever beverage she designated for her- 
selfand one for each two children in her 
charge. All the adult excursionists were 
females and there was a very slight sprinkling 
of colored people. They were all from the tene- 
ment region of the northwestern por- 
tion of the city, and many of 
them, as they walked on board, looked as 
though they bad traveled miles to be pres- 
ent. One old lady who chaperoned a very 
diminutive grand child, when asked what 
drink she would have, replied, Tea; sure 
an old woman always wants 
tea. Can I have it now“ She was 
very much disappointed when 
that the beverage had not vet been manufac- 
tured. The number of childrenin arms was 
very large. The cots furnished by the boat 
were spread all over the upper deck, which 
was alive with kicking, crowing and crying 
infantility. Occasionally a child wouid be 
met Which lay still and motionless, with a 
pale face and a fixed stare, but the number 
of sick was very small, most of the young- 
At 9:59 
o’clock the crowd ceased pouring in and at 


this time there must have been 1,000 persons 


on board all told. 

Health Commissioner Francis visited the 
boat and inspected all the arrangements in 
company with Grif. Prather anda friend. He 
expressed himself well pleased with the boat, 
the arrangements and the plan of the Fresh 
Air Mission in general. 

Soon after Mr. Francis left the whistle 
blew and the Chouteau pulled ont amid the 
shoutings of nearly 700 children.

LINDLEY’S LOGIC. 
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The South Apertures of the Bell 
Tower of the Pilgrim Church 
Must Be Closed. 


Dr. Leete and Mr, Hulse Score a Victory 
—The Celebrated Chimes Case. 


A large crowd of lawyers and litigants took 
possession of Judge Lindley’s Court this 
morning, expecting decisions of more than 
ordinary importance in cases taken under 
advisement. The Court kad. announced its 
intention of disposing of all matters prior to 
adjournment for the summer, and par- 
ticular interest attached to a notable 
ease involving the Pilgrim Chimes. It 


was twenty minutes after 11 o’clock when 
Judge Lindley eleared his throat and read 
out his decision from memoranda of the cele- 
brated church bell ease. The Court’s de- 
cision 18 as follows: 

In this matter I shall not attempt to dis- 
cuss the law or the facts of the case, but Shall 
content myself with giving the conclusions at 
which I have arrived after a full considera- 
tion of the testimony and the areument of 
counsel. The plaintiffs, Leete and Hulse, 
seek by this proceeding to suppress the riog- 
ing of the Pilgrim Church bells on the corner 
of Ewing and Washington avenues onthe 
ground that such ringing is a nuisance. dis- 
turbing the peace and comfort of the house- 
holds of plaintiffs. They own these houses, 
one xeross Ewing avenue opposite the Pil- 
erim Church, and the other a few doors fur- 
ther west on Washington avenue, 
and plaintiffs demand relief, 
founded on a well known rule in 
regard to property which is deduced from one 
of the familiar maxims of the law, that every 
one must use his own property so as not to 
disturb another in the eujoymént of his pos- 
sesstons. 

It is clear from the testimony that in regard 
to peace and quiet, rest and comfort, the 
plaintiffs have been disturbed in their house- 
holds by the ringing of the bells. But this 
does not - entitle plaintiffs to 
the relief claimed, for it must further appear 
that the noise is such as would disturba 
person of ordinary sensibilities or nervous 
conditions. In this view of the law I differ 
from counsel for plaintiff, but the Court’s 
position is amply sustained by authority as 
well as hy reason. If the mere caprice or 
whimsical objections of persons are to be 
considered, or if regard is to be had 
for the complaints of persons of a highly ir- 
ritable, nervous condition, most of the bus- 
iness and the interests essential to the welfare 
of the community would have |to be stopped. 
The reasonable pe must be that persons in 
that condition must secure themselves against 
thoseannoyances Which the rest of the com- 
munity are willing to endure. If the evidence 
shows that the ringing of the bells 
disturbed persons of ordinary nervous condi— 
tion in the plaintiffs’ houses itis their right 
to have the ringing suppressed, but if, on 
the other hand, the discomfort complained of 
arises from the peculiar nervous condition of 
plaintiffs their prayer must be refused. From 
testimony on this paint it appears 
that persons living across Washington 
avenue in the house of Dr. Glasgow 
and the adjoining houses do not complain of 
the discomfort arising from the ringing, nor 
in the house of Dr. Moses. Those on the 
south side of Washington avenue, east of 
Ewing avenue, are in the acoustic shadow of 
the church tower and do not afford a fair test. 
Mr. Maxon, three doors from the corner,west 
of Ewing avenue, south side of 
Washington avenue, however, complained 
of the discomfort and suffering in bis family 
arising from the bells. Itis not pretended by 
any one that the noise at Hulse’s house is 
any less than at the others, and there are 
quite a number of witnesses who give it as 
their opinion thatit is much greater at the 
side of Hudse’s house than at any other place. 
This is difficult to determine by a mere com- 
parison of sounds, but superadded to 
this opinion of witnesses is the physical sit- 
uation which strongly tends to satisfy me of 
the truth of the fact. 

When one considers the immense expanse 
of roof on which the sound 
waves are pounded from the 
south opening of the Pilgrim tower and 
thence shed westwardly both up and dewn, 
and that part going southwardly reflected back 
from the roof of St. John's M. E. Church, 
The theory of Prof. Nipper seems amply 
vindicated that the volume of sounds con- 
centrated ata point on the sidewalk about 
the middle of Hulse’s house, and for the 
same reason the sound so reflected may be 
strongerin the houses of Maxon and Leete. 
Be that as it may I am satisfied that the 
sound reaches the house of Hulse 
with much greater force than any other 
in the neighborhood by reason of the reflec- 
tion of sound from the roof of the church. 
The evidence does not prove to my mind that 
Mr. Hulse and his family are not of ordinary 
nervous“ ition; hence 1 am to infer that 
the annoyayce and discomfort to him and his 
family arise from the greater volume of 
sound to which they are subjected. 
In my view of the law the conclusions of fact 
at which 1 huve arrived do not require that 
the ringing of the bells should. be enjoined, 
The church people havea right toring the 
bells if they can do so without annoyance to 
persons of ordinary nervous condition. The 
anty of the Court isto place plaintiffs on an 
equality with their neigh as to the yol- 
ume of sound, and this is to be done with as 
little Injury to the A possible. If
